TWO SHOTS DID THE WORK 


One Struck the Boiler and To- 


tally Disabled the Little Craft. 


An Exploding Shell Killed 
the Men—A Battle 
Which 


Lasted a Full Hour Between 
Forts and Small Gunboats and 
Torpedo , Craft — Lieutenant 
Bernadou's Story of the Affair. 


KLV WKhT, May 12. -The craiaor Wil- 


mington, torpedo boat Win Blow, and 
auxiliary gunboat Hudson had an en- 
gagement with the Spaniards (off Car- 
denas yesterday. Ensign Bagtey and 
four eailpra were killed. Captain Ber- 
nandoool the Winalow was wonnded. 


Too dead are: Ensign Worth Bagley, 


John Varverea, oiler, Elijah Tnnell, 
cabin cook, George B, Meek, fireman, 


The engagement took; place inside the 


harbor of Cardenas. 


The ganboat Wilmington, the torpedo 


boat Winalow and the gunboat Hadeou 
were the only vessels engaged. They 
entered the harbor for the purpose of 
attacking some Spanish gunboats which 
were known to be [there. These latter, 
however, were not seen until the Span- 
iards opened fire. The land batteries of 
Cardanaa_ supported the fire of the Span- 
ish gunboats. • •• 


LASTED AX HOUR. 


The engagement commenced at 2.05 


p. in., and-laated for abant an hour. 
The wounded aro: B. -E. Cos, gunner's 
mate; D. McKnon", quartermaster; Win. 
PatterabUj'ureuiau ; F. Gray. 


The battle: while it lusted, was terrific. 


The Wilmington and the Hudson fired 
on tbe Spanioh boats, which wero lying 
at the dock. The firing began at a range 
of ^500 yards. A few minutes later the 
Winalow came up and also opened fire. 
In an instant the entire attention of the 
Spanish gnnhoata and land batteriea was 
directed upon her. 


From all sides shot and shell poured 


in on tho little torpedo boat. Tbo Wil- 
mington and Hudson atill kept up their 
(ire, bat they could not turn aside the 
terrible storm of fire and death pouring 
in upon the torpedo boat. 


BTBDCK BY A SOLID HflOT. 


The crew of the Winslow, however, 


never faltered for a second. At 2.30 & 
solid shot crashed into tbe hull of the 
Winalow and knocked out her boiler. 
In an instant she began to roll and rock 
helplessly. Tuen there was a moment 
of awful angpenafl. 
After a cheer of tri- 


umph went up from the Spaniards on 
the Kuaboate and in the batteries, again 
a storm of fire was opened upon the 
helpless boat. 


Finally tbe Hudson succeeded in get- 


ting a line on board the Wiuelow and 
was towing her in the deadly ranee 
whan the line parted again «.au both 
boate were at the mercy of the Spanish 
fire. 


TIMELV AID, 


At.5.30 p. to. the Hudson managed to 


get another line on tbe deck of tbe Wins- 
low, bat there were only threa men left 
at that time to make it fast. The lino 
was finally secured and the Winslow 
WAS towed up to Pedras island, where 
ahe WKB anchored with her dead and 
wonnded on her deck.

men from the Hudson went on board 
the Winalow and took the moet seri- 
ously wounded men off. Three who 
were taken on board the Machiaa died I

TUB COMMODORE'S STORY.

Lieutenant Bernadou, with tbe sur- 


geon banding over him, told the story of 
tha battle to tbe representative of the 
Associated Press aa calmly as if talking 
of the weather. He began: 


"We went under full speed to attack 


the Spanish boata in tbe harbor and 
you knnw the result. We went nnder 
orders from the commander of the Wil- 
mington. Oar boat ia badly damaged, 
bnt she will be brought here for re- 
pairs, and I think aha will he ready for 
service again in two weeka." 


Continuing, the Lieutenat said: "Tba 


Winslow WAS the worst injured and had 
five of her men killed, and I don't 
know how many injured. Wo wers or- 
dered to attack the Spanieh ganboats at 
Cardenas.

original matter. 
The moat etnking 


eaturea are tho omiasion of the pro- 
viaions for bonds and time c-rtiticatea 
and for a tonnage Eai on foreign ship- 
ping, which tbe bill carried when it 
msaed the house. These are all stricken 
mt, not a trace of any of the original 
eing left. 
Next in order of importance are the 


irovisions for the issuance of green- 
lacke. tbe coiuage of seigniorage and 
the taxation of corporations, inserted at 
tbo instance of the Democrats with tbe 
assistance of Senator Jones of Nevada 
and for an inheritance tax, placed in the 
bill by joint effort of the Democratic 
senators and Senator Jones of Nevada 
and Wolcott of Colorado. 


The seigniorage provision authorizes 
be secretary ot the treasury to coin not 
.0 exceed $42,000,000 of silver immedi- 
ately and to issue certificates based up- 
on it. The greenbacks section ia in au- 
thorization for the secretary of tbe treas- 
ury to issue during the nest fiecal year, 
to defray the expenses of the war with 
Spain, not to oicead $150,000,000 in U. 
S. legal tender notes.. They are to he 
redeemable the same as the greenbacks 
now in circulation are. 


The provision for the taxation of cor- 


porations enumpratea railroads, street 
railroads, sleeping cars, canal boats, 
ateara bosta, express, telegraph, tele- 
phone and insurance companies ot all 
kinds, including life, fire and accident, 
f«.f, electric light, electric power and 
steam heat companies and also aaear 
and petroleum companies. To theee 
specifications is added a general provis- 
ion for taxing "all corporations.1' Tbe 
rate on all is made one-quarter of one 
per cent of the gross receipts. A pen- 
alty, fine or imprisonment, ia provided 
for evading the tax. It ie made the duty 
of managers of each institutions to moke 
returns of their receipts monthly. 


The tax on legacies ia made on a 


double sliding scale, tbe rate increasing 
with the amount of the beqaeat and 
also being governed by conertngnioity. 
No legacies below $50,000 are taxed. 
Those between $50.000 And $250,000 are 
taxed at the rate of 75 cents for every 
$100 in casea where tbe beneficiary ia 
a lineal descendant or ancestor of the 
testator. The rate is augmented aa the 
beneficiary is removed in rehtionehip, 
until it roaches $5 on the hundred 
where he ia a stranger. The tax la in- 
creased on larger legacies, Those made 
to husband or wife are exempt from the 
operations of the acts. 


The tax on bankers is levied at tbe 


rate of $100 a year on all banking inati- 
tutiona which have a capital of $50,000, 
and $2 ia added for each additional $100 
of capital stock. Brokers are assessed 
at the uniform rate $50, There is also 
a tax on pawnbrokers, inaarance agents 
and on the proprietors of all bowling al- 
leys also. The tax on bo*rd of trade 
and exchange operators ia made at tbe 
rate of 1 cent for each $100 to be repre- 
sented by memoranda, and all brokers 
evading the division of thjge are liable 
to be subject to criminal proceedings.

Her beet frieuda in the family of 
ationa ought to ur°e it upon Spain, 
ila Ambassador said, for it waa now 
atent to the world that Spain's military 
nd naval strength was grotesquely in- 
dequate to cope with forces of tbe United 
;atea, and Spanish pride would ulti- 
lately bo humbled into peace on far 
tare aevsra terms than she might be 
ble to obtain now.

WHAT SHALL WE DO WITH 


THEM? 


Frederick Coudert.the eminent jurist, 


declares that the United States has tbe 
right to either hold the Pbilippinea for 
indemnity or to keep them altogether, 
as part of its territory, just as Germany 
took Alaace -Lorraine in the Franco 
Prussian war. Of course we should 
have to respect tbe vested rights of 
other nations in the islands, if they bave 
any, such as coaling stations, liens or 
mortgages on custom houses and claims 
of that nature. As to selling or trans- 
ferring the islanda to another power, 
tbe United States conld not do that 
until it had a valid title to them, which 
can be obtained only by a treaty of 
peace with Spain, in which she cedes 
the islands to UB. Otherwise we should 
be Belling a diapnted title, and the coun- 
try that purchased it would have to 
reckon with Spain. It is extremely un- 
likely, however, that the United States 
will annex the Philippines. All that 
: 


will be done will be to acquire a coaling 
station and hold the islands for in- 
demnity. 


But what will be the fate of Porto 


Rico? If Spain Is to be ejected from the 
western hemisphere we muat notooly 
drive her from Cuba but from Porto 
Rico also. If we take Porto Rico, and it 
seems certain tbat we shall, we mast 
either hold it ourselves or transfer it to 
some other power if we would be rid of 
Spain's presence in thia hemisphere. 
Tbe first, it will be claimed, ia opposed 
to American policy, tbongh it ia a eig- 
niflcant fact that we havfi been under- 
going territorial expansion ever since we 
became a nation. As for the alternative 
proposition, U would advantoge us little 
to take the island from one European 
power and transfer it to another. It ia

Patriotic Enthusiasm on al! Sides 


The Farewell on Sun- 


day Afternoon.

Whatever fate may baiall the brave 


boys of Company 0 the farewell dem 
onstration in their honor last Sunday 
afternoon will lone be remembered with 
pleasure. Fresno offered ninety of her 
favorite soriQ in defence of the Bag, and 
everj citizen joined in making their de- 
parture from the city BO auspicious 
event.

EDITOR REPDUHUA.V:—A man who ia 


bramlHl ao a coward by a military com- 
pany to which be haa talonged will al- 
ways wince under the accusation. We 
have been branded by Company G of 
tbeK.Ci. 0., aa such becanae we did 
not take the oath aa soldiera in the regu- 
lar army of the United States, and also 
because I peranaded my brother Charles 
to refuse to take the oath, and because 
of thia I respectfully aak that you pub- 
lish the following explanation for me:

The committee of 
raiain growers 


representing Fresno, Madera and Kings 
counties, In an endeavor to obtain a 
profitable market for their products, 
held an important meeting yesterday in 
the quarters of the Farmers' Club, an<] 
the proposition assumed definite shape. 
It was agreed that a growers' associa- 
tion should be formed, and a maea 
meet ID pc to effect the organization wil 
be held on tha 14th inetant, which will 
be next Saturday. 


Alex Gordon, chairman of the com- 


mittee was absent, being in San Fran- 
citfco on business connected with tbe 
Monterey & Freano road, and Dr. 1. S. 
Eahleman was called to tbe chair. 


M. Theo Kearney reported that he 


had called upon a nnmber of prominent 
packers in San Francisco, and he found 
a reluctance on the part of the packers 
to advance any money to the growers on 
account of their past losses, unless the 
growers ehoul^ form an organization 
and pool their crops, 
Mr. Kearney ad- 


vocated the formation of such an organ- 
ization and aaggeated five trustees, who 
should have the entire control of the 
business of the organization. It wa? 
suggested that two banks and three 
growers might compose the board oi 
trustees, 


Mr, La Roe remarked that the propo- 


sition seemed proper, but he did not see 
how the growers could ba organized. 
He believed that difficulty would he en- 
countered in that direction. 


Dr. Eshelcnan spoke in favor of the 


organisation of the growers, believing 
that it was the only hope of the produc- 
ers. He prepared hie remarks, which 
were carefully considered, and be read 
fiom hia manuscript aa follows: 


"Early frost has destroyed almost 


every variety of fruit thrown ia the San 
Joaqain valley that waa in bloom a few 
weeks ago. The table grape, the raiain 
grape and the olive are abont all that 
are left 09 at this date. We are inform- 
ed that the peach crop baa Buffered in 
like manner m the east. 


It therefore behoovea na to make tbe 


most of our raisin crop. 
RuiainB will 


take the place of other dried fruit not in 
the market. We muat market them an 
cheaply ae possible. They moat ha sold 
f. o. b. in Fresno by an organization 
effected and controlled by the grower. 
There must be no eoramiasion featnre 
associated with it, neither most there he 
my money lending connected with it. 
There must be no epeculating in any de- 
partment nf it from grower to consumer. 
The grower most obtain the highest 
jrice poesible, while tbe consumer shall 
)htain bis fruit et the lowest price poasi- 


. This ia not paradoxical. There ia 


nothing incompatible about it. It must 
preclude all speculation at the expense 
of oroducer and consumer. 


"The parasitic curbstone broker must

When tho meeting was called to or 


der, Rev. Carroll Ghent, the chairman 
aakod for expressions from the farmers 
and Captain Norria wag the first t 
speak. In very forcible erpresaioua hi 
apofee of the failure of the Freeuo Oana 
and Irrigation Company to keep ita con 
tract, as he understood it. He aaid tha 
he paid $1000 for a wator rieht, and pai( 
if 100 a year aa assessment. He was 
supposed to receive hid water thro 
Gar field eyflUrn and tho Lone Tree 
canal, but the water did not come. 
He 


received more water from the Fowler 
witch canal than from, the Fresno 
canal. He declared that others appro 
uriated the water before it reached hin 
land. The irrigation company claims 
that it haptJfilleri ita contract when it 
turns a euliicient head of wator into 
ditch. 


Captain Nome remarked that he was 


iired having water doled out to him by 
the spoonful.

He stated 
hat according to a suit which waa 
wna brought in 1883 against the 76 Land 
and Water Company the Fresno com- 
pany claimed that it ;had filed on 3000 
eet. Mr. Fairweather declared that 
iven now, with its present dltchee, it 
could not divert that much water.

ngs river ia taken to withiii Bis and a 


quarter milea of the San Joaquin river 
o irrigate the landa of the Bank of 
California. 


Thn speaker thought that the time 


was aoon coining when the state owner- 
hip of water would be a reality, lie 
lesciibed an organization being, formed 
>y George H. Maxwell, known aa the 
rrigation propaganda, which favora tho 
state ownership of water and the con- 
truction of reservoirs by the federal 
government for the collection of flood 
vater to be used for inigatiug purposes 
n such years aa this. 
The question as to how that would 


iffect the hdlders of water rights -,vho 
bought them in good faith waa consid- 
ered. It wao pointed out that if tbe 
itate ehould own the water and if tbe 
ireaent Wright law should ha repealed, 
he people would still have to distribute 
he water themselves, and that would 
nvolvo owning ditchea. 
Those who 


mve already paid for water rights would 
naturally be opposed, it was thought, to 
uch a plan. Mr. Fairweatber argued 
iifferontiy, 
however.

:hat as it was at present, although they 
iwued water rights, they did not receive 
enough water and they might as well be

Spanish Warships Known 


to be There. 


The Authorities at Washington 


Expect to Hear Promptly if a 


Naval Engagement Occurs. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—It ia now offici- 


ally admitted that Admiral Sampaim 
wan yesterday with hia ileet near Cape 
Hay tifn, on the north coast of Santo l)o 
imago, and distant about a day'a run 
from I'ortoKteo. Today no reports have 
come to the department ot any "lurid 
engage meat 6" that are aaid to have 
taken place in those waters, bnt it is 
said at tbe department that if there was 
gun firing yesterday and the day before, 
S3 reported by merchant vessels, it was 
probably caused by EQine of the United 
States vessels chasing either prices or 
the small Spaniab gunboats that are 
believed to be cruising atoond in those 
waters. 


It is not believed that there baa been 


any 
engagement 
between 
Admiral 


Sampson's lorces and tbe Spanish iron- 
clad dying squadron, else reports would 
have been received alreadyat the depart- 
ment. Expectation is manifest at tho 
navy department that something im- 
portant ia to tnppeu soon. It is aur- 
mised that if Sampson does not strike 
tbe Spanish flying squadron be may 
strike a blow at Porto Rico itself. It is 
a curious fact that thus far the navy de- 
partment does not know positively 
where the Spanish fleet is aud it is just 
poaaiblfl that the veaaela may be away 
over on the other Bide of the Atlantic, 
or at Cadiz, instead of beinti' in Samp- 
son's neighborhood in tbe West Indies. 


That each a thing can happen, is 


plainly Bhown by the report from St. 
Thomas that the Spanish cruiser Al- 
fonso XL11 arrived at Porto Riuo yfiater- 
day or the day before. This ia a formid- 
able protected cruiser of modern type, 
and it haa been supposed all along that 
sbo was at Cadiz, Spain, forming part of 
tbe home defense squadron. The fact 
that she has arrived at Porto Rico with- 
out knowledge of her departure having 
leaked out is on evidence tbat the Span- 
ish authorities are ablo t> guard the 
secrecy of their naval movements much 
better than our own people arejfable 
to do. 


Word came to the navy department 


today tbat the cable bad been cut be- 
tween Montevideo and Rio Grande de 
Sur, thus catting off all communication 
along tbe eaat coast of South America, 
below the first and laat named points in 
the eontn of Brazil. If this were not an 
accident it would be hard to guess at tbe 
purpose, the Oregon having passed far 
north of the break. It is just possible 
that Spanish emiasariea have cut the 
cable to conceal some naval demonstra- 
tion or movements of Spanish ahipi In 
that quarter of the world.

Tho officiate had before them a list of 
between fifteen and tweuty vessels, 
whoae home port ia on the Pacific Coast, 
aud were making preparations looking 
to their charter aa transports. Their 
aggregate capacity ia more than ample 
for the purposes of tbe government. 
Should all be secured tha war depart- 
ment will be able to send cavalry troops 
to the Philippinea in case this is deemed 
necessary. If the original program is 
adhered to, the volunteers to bs sent to 
re-enforce Admiral Dewey will include 
the following, with the possible excep- 
tion of tbe artillery and tbe riflemen: 
Two regiments of infantry and two bat- 
teries of heavy artillery from California, 
one rezlment of infantry from Oregon, 
one fro'-n Washington and one battalion 
of infantry and Senator Shoup's troop 
of riflemen. In addition to these troopa 
the department will, it ia Eaid, avail it- 
Belf of the four companies of the Four- 
teenth infantry, now on their way from 
Vancouver barracks to San FranciBCO, 
and portions of the Fourth cavalry and 
Third artillery. 


THE PEKIN ARRIVES. 


LO.XDU.S, May 10.—A Milan corres- 


pondent of the Daily News telegraphing 
Monday aaya: Calm reigna again. Thin 
being eo, it can do no harm to say plainly 
that for the last f.vo days this city haa 
been in the throes of revolution, with 
all ita horrore and all iia sailnese. 


Certain quarters today present a scene 


of complete devaQtation, In others the 
qnietnepa of terrorism reigns, and this 
ia the more striking when contrasted 
with the Buanes of yesterday and Satur- 
day, when, above tbe ahrieka oE the dy- 
ing, roae the wail of widows and orphans, 
the harsh worda of command and tbe 
irresistible traiup of soldiers, followed 
bv the terrible boom of cannon. 
"When the aoldiera wore advancing to 
tbe charge against the firat barricade in 
the Via Torino, a lady, young, richly 
dreBEod and BtifT with terror, waa struck 
hy a bnllet in the breast and fell dying. 


At another point a fine carriage, with 


horaeB wild with fright, waa Btopped by 
the moo audits one occupant, a lady, 
forcibly ramovei and lolt to. find her 
way home an beat she could. The car- 
riage waa used to carry the wounded to 
the hospital. The fighting waa in real 
earnest and the soldiers were received 
aa people receive a foreign invader. 
PoolB of blood were aeen in the streets ; 
often aleo the scattered brains of the 
dead. 
The Red Croai society organized its 


members, wearing the international 
badge, and succored tbe wonuded and 
dying. Many children had exceedingly 
narrow escapee, the Bring coming just 
aa the schools bad been closed at noon. 
Parents rushed about in an agony ot 
mind. Any mother or father can un- 
derstand their feolinga wbile passing 
through a mob with bullets flying about 
their ears. 
Women, iuatead of restraining the 


men, egged them on to greater excesses 
aud even allowed their children to par- 
ticipate. Some even pushed themselvea 
under tho noaea of the soldiers, crying 
"cowards, assassins. We work all dav 
to maintain you in idleness," and 
similar expressions. 


When the mob invadsd the Central 


station tbeerprRFH train waB just on tho 
point o! leaving. The rioters, when 
they aaw it cried: "Look, look, they 
are going to turn for tho fotea of jubilee 
constitution. They are going to enjoy 
themselves. Shame,shame; conie back, 
come back aud ace." 


Meanwhile the train advanced but 


very slowly and bundreda of people 
threw tbomaelvea upon the track in 
front of the engine, screaming "Como 
on. run over our bodies." 


Even the gentle nuns ol San Michanle 


were for a time in grave danger, aa the 
rebels were not likely ta respect women, 
A barricade hail been raiepd beside the 
convent and tbiE enraged the rioters. 
Tne savage cry arose, "Let us use the 
nuna to heighten 
our barricidea!' 


ThB7 were on the point of carrying out 
their threat when one of the sistera 
appeared at the convent door and die- 
tributed lire notes, enjoining them with 
the inoet exquisite courteay to leave the 
convent in peace. 
It ia extremely difficult to apeak with 


accuracy aa to tbe numbers of killed and 
wounded. Probably it would not be ex- 
aggerating to fix the number of deaths 
aa little abort of 1000.' What are the 
numbera of the wounded I shall not at- 
tempt to say.

along the narrow street, is the cemetery 
of Key West.

graves. They are in tbe potters' field— 
the part of the burying ground eet apart 
for the pBuoer dead. 


These ara the graves of the heroie 


who lost their lives on the battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor on the nifiht 
of February 15. There are 2-1 of them 
unmarked. Above each mound of Glist- 
ening white lime-stone earth a small 
American flag droopa in the fierce aun 
that baatB incessantly dovrn upon tbe 
island.

When a breeze comes up from the 
ocean they flutter sadly for moment and 
again droop to the scorched eartb. 


In the center of each mound ia a email

Veiy close to the twenty-four mounds : 
is a grnup oi thirty-sis naval seamen 
who died of yellow fever. The Eeston 
was unable to tell when they were 
buried there. The names and tbe words 
"United States Navy" are carved upon 
thealaba. BntflNature, even with the 
barren lime rock below and the Bcorch- 
ing sim above, Beams trying to do what 
the hand of man has failed to do in 
beautifying the pravea of our heroes. 
Luxuriant trees of the tropical Hpecies 
are all about the newly made gravea. 
On one side a massive green cactus lifts 
its pulpy foliage in the air. 
On the op- 


posite side rows of tropical trees re- 
freshingly green are in fnll blossom and 
with every breeze cover the sunburned 
mounds with beautiful icarlet flowers. 


Rarely does any one visit tao place. 


It is without care or attention, a bye cor- 
ner of the island, where for two cen- 
turies Spaniarda, negroes and fisher folk 
have put their dead and forgotten them, 
Perhaps one-half tbe graves in the 
c'raetery are those of unknown aailora 
whose sleaping places ore unmarked. 
Most of the inscriptions on tombstones 
are Spanish. 


Of the twenty-four who are buried 


here only two fire identified. They were 
a negro and a Japanese. Tt ia probable 
at aomo future time they may be re- 
moved to another burial place. If not 
a suitable monument will bo erected to 
their memory.

Borne one re 
moved the picture of the Governor from 
the ofEcera' quarters in the Armory and 
when the guardsman found it out there 
waa a general desire that it should ; 
tie replaced. 


Captain Jones stated laat evening 


that he had used every effort to get an 
audience with the Governor while in 
San Francisco last Sunday and Monday 
bnt did not have the pleasure of even a 
few minutes interview. It was through 
subordinates that he learned the Gov- 
ernor's excuse for humiliating the com- 
pany, which haa already been publish- 
ed and shown to be unjust. 


When the address waa closed every 


man in the armory arose and united in 
three rousing cheers for tbeir captain. 
Captain Jonei thanked the men for their 
confidence iu him and urged them to 
star with Company F and make it a 
model national guard organization. He 
said that a second call for volunteers 


ay come nt any time and that the 


company shoald be ready to march to 
the front and fight valiantly for tho Sag. 


Major Chiflhciiii, Lieutenant Collins, 


Private Vandor and others addressed 
tbe company briefly. All seemed to re- 
gard the action of Governor Budd as un- 
justifiable and expressed the opinion 
that one of the ba?t companies in the 
state has been ignored for some patty 
reason. 


The Governor objacted to Company F 


because it requested that its organiza- 
tion be maintained so far aa practicable.

the bonds cannot be sold. 


In the instructions to the cenens 


marshals appears a section to the effect 
that the marshal shall not include in 
the census of school children the inmates 
of deaf and dumb, orphan, or other sim- 
ilar asylums, unless their parents or 
guardians reside in the district in which 
tbe institution 
IB situated. A number 


of the children in the connty orphanage 
are not orphans, bnt abandoned chil- 
dren, whose parents live in other dis- 
tricts, and, in many cases, in other parts 
of the state. Tha law evidently con- 
templates that the children are legal 
residents of the district^ where their 
parents or guardians live, and bonce 
cannot bn classed ar> school children of 
the district. 


Of course, if the district doea not re- 


ceive any elate euhool money for the 
children in th? county orphanage tbe 
trustees will naturally* object to educat- 
ing the children Tor the county. Yester- 
day Alex Gordon, one of tho trustees of 
tbe new district, prevented tbe mutter 
to the supervisors. The board, Mr. 
Gordon, District Attorney Scow and 
Superintendent of Schools Kirk talked 
the matter over, but did not solve the 
question. The tegaladviserof the board 
wa« of the opinion that the children 
could nor be classed a? school children 
of the district. 


Superintendent Kirk suggested that 


tbe county might appropriate a certain 
amount for the education of the children 
at the school, but no authority of law 
could be found for soch an appropria- 
tion. At present the children at' the 
county orphanage are being educated by 
private infltmction, and one of the main 
reasons for tbe establishment of the dis- 
trict was to allow tlm children of the or- 
phanage to attend tbe school. 


On motion ot Supervisor Manly, sec- 


onded by Sdpervisor Garrett, Supervisor 
Ward, In whose district the orphanage 
is located, waa appointed a committee of 
one to confer with Mr. Gordon and 
Superintendent Kirk and inquire further 
into tbe matter. He will report to the 
board Saturday.

Different Ensigns Used in 


This Country. 


Information About a Subject of

After the national colore, which, of 


coureeL take precedence of all other 
flags, comes the Jack, or, mere com- 
monly, the Union Jack. Tbia flag is 
a imply the "Union" taken out of the 
main col DTP, and it is exclusively the 
distinguishing (lag of the navy. 


Tbo President of the United States, 


wbo is tbe head of the army and navy, 
isentitled to the first ''ranking" flag in 
the country. Tho Presi Cent's flag ia a 
spread angle—the national coat-of-arms 
—mounted on a bine field, surmounted 
by a curved row of thirteen stare. It is 
five feet BIS inches li>ng by four feet 
four inches wide, is made of the finest 
quality of seamless silk, and ia trimmed 
with yellow fringe. 


Next to the President's colors come 


the Hags of the Secretaries of War and 
Navy. That for the Secrotary of War 
wag adopted aa recently ea March J3, 
1897. It ia made of scarlet ailk, andjia 
otherwise indentical with tha Presi- 
dent's Hag, with tbe exception that the 
thirteen stars are replaced by four 
white atara in the corners. Tho special 
flag for the Secretary of the Navy has a 
blue field, and instead of the national 
coat-of-arma, is embroidered 
with a 


white anchor in the center. 


Following in the order of rank, the 


most important flag in the army, nest to 
that of tbe Secretary of War, ia the 
United 
States 
aimy 
headquarters 


standard. It has a blue field gorgeously 
embroidered with the national arms in 
brown and gold. Wherever it flppesre 
in active service, it denotes the presence 
ot the general commanding the army or 
hia nearest ranking general. 


In a regular line of march, every regi- 


ment composing an arm; carries at its 
front the national colore, bearing on the 
fourth red stripe fiom the top the nnm 
her of the regiment and ita character, 
whether infantry, cavalry or artillery. 
Beaidea tbie, it carries a regimnntal flag 
on which is embroidered a national coat 
of arms similar to that on the President's 
special Use. The regimental flag for Che 
infantry is blue; the cavalry ia yellow. 
The artillery and battalion colors for en- 
gineers are both scarlet, bnt the ilac for 
engineers bears a three*turreted CRStle 
instead of tbe spread eaele. 


DatacliPd troopq of cavalry and artil- 


lery carry small guidons or pennania 
bearing the troop uam'jer and letter.

Smyrna Wasp to Pollenize 


Fresno Figs 


Received This Week Direct From 


Naples by George C. 


Roeding. 


This week George C. Roeding received 


a consignment of Capri figs containing 
blastoDhaga, or fie wasps, sent out by 
the agricultural department. The Capri 
or wild tigs are direct from Naples and 
each of tha figa contained a number of 
the waapa. The insects ere smalt being 
about the site of a Knot. Many oMhcm 
were dead wben thoy arrived here, but 
Mr. Roeding hopes that tbe remaining 
onea will multiply and thrive in tbia 
valley , as their introduction will mean 
much to the San Jpaquin fig growers. 
The waapa are essential to the sucuntelul 
growing of Smyrna fige and occupy a 
peculiar field in tbe workings of nntore. 


To comprehend tbs worth of the 


little ineects ona mnet understand that 
the Capri fig and the Smyrna fip etand 
in the relation of male and remain to 
each other. The wasps live and have 
their being in thflfigs. First the little 
ones come to live io the Capri fig and 
after sojourning in their birth place un- 
til their wings are dovelopsd tly away to 
seek a home in the female or Smyrna 
fig. 
With them they carry tho pollen 


of the male fig and fertilize the Smyrna 
fig while buzzing around inspection their 
new eurronndingp. This pollen is neces- 
sary for the development of thedelicioua 
fruit of commerce. Without it the fig 
withers and drops to the ground before 
it reaches maturity. There seems to be 
no other way of pollenizing the fruit and 
the peasants of Smyrna as well as 
scientific men look upon the waepa with 
a zreat deal of respect. 


Heretofore efforts to introduce thia 


insect into California have been unsuc- 
cessful, although several experiments 
have been made. 
Mr. Roeding haa 


placed the Capri figs under aome of fcis 
own ireea and ia ueing every device to 
entice the inaecta from their homes into 
new quarters in uis growing figs. If tbe 
wasps once become acclimated he be- 
lieves that tbe genial California climate 
will cause them to multiply rapidly. 


Mr. lioeding haa eighty 
Huree in 


Smyrna fjge; also a large number of 
Capri fige, affording a splendid oppor- 
tunity for the experiment. His place 
has been selected as a station for agri- 
cultural experiments by the covernment 
and the result of the present attempt to 
introduce tho waapa into California will 
he reported to the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington. 


In Smyrna tho figs are pollenized by 


gathering the Capri tics which irrow 
wild io the hilla. Tbe clusters of tba 
wild figs containing the wasps are p'acsd 
under the Smyrna fig tree^ end the in- 
sects crawl out and seel: a home iu tb* 
growing Sga on the tre^a. Mr. Reeding 
hug placed hia pets under a fie tree cov- 
ered with canvass and hopes thereby to 
force them to crawl iuto the growing 
Qg9, where tbey will do well, 
Thera 


aro hundreds of the httlo wasps and he 
is watching their antics with preat in- 
terest. It will be eeveral days before he 
can tell whether they will take to the 
growing figa. If they do npj, the in- 
ppctfl will din.
